Stripes 
were

On the adm ission of Vermont 
and K entucky in 1791 tw o stripes and 
two stars 
were 
added, and in 1794 
congress decreed that after tylay 1, 
1795 “the flag of the United States 
shall he fifteen stripes, alternate red 
and w hite and that the union be fif­ 
teen stars, w hite on a blue field .”

w as intended that a new stripe and a 
new star be added to the flag for each 
new state adm itted to the union, but 
it becam e apparent that if the plan 
w as carried out the flag would grow 
too large.
